U. S., France and Britain

With a po ssible co ld war v icto ry 
fo r Russia hanging o n the o utco me, 
the United States rushed its to p 
tro uble sho o ter o n German affaiis.

The new co ncessio ns are aimed at 
meeting so me o f the So cialists’ de­ 
mands. which hav e blo cked appro v al 
o f the plan by the German parlia­ 
mentary co uncil wo rking at Bo nn 
o n the draft o f a co nstitutio n fo r 
the new state. 
The first reactio n to the pro po sals 
fro m Bo nn was fav o rable. So me po ­ 
litical leaders there predicted the 
co mpro mise o ffer might treak the 
present stalemate. 
German rejectio n o f the self-go v ­ 
ernment plan wo uld be regarded as 
a hard blo w to the west in its strug­ 
gle with So v iet Russia to keep Ger­ 
many fro m Co mmunist co ntro l. 
Suggests Unio n 
French Fo reign Minister Schu- 
man said in Paris yesterday that it 
might so meho w be po ssible to hav e 
a western German state and an 
eastern German state “under the 
same hat.” but he didn’t say ho w. 
He also indicated at a news co n­ 
ference that a fo ur po wer co nference 
in Germany might be in the mak­ 
ing.

and Barkley wo n the 850-go ld medal 
award o ffered by the faculty to the 
winner. 
Rev . Greer was a Junio r 
and he and Barkley were the o nly 
students who qualified fo r the co n­ 
test. 
A wo man in shabby black dress 
and a splint bo nnet sat in the rear 
o f the audito rium and at the clo se 
o f the exercises Barkley made his 
way to her and laid his diplo ma in 
her lap. She was his mo ther, Mrs 9 
Jo hn W. Barkley, who had taken in 
washings to help finance his educa­ 
tio n. But Barkley also helped him­ 
self, thro ugh the jcb o f Janito r. 
There was a sto v e in ev ery ro o m, 
and Rev . Greer said that frequently 
Barkley wo uld leav e his class to le- 
co al the fires. Ringing the scho o l ¡ 
bell was also included in his duties.¡

A Belgian-type au­ 
to matic pisto l was fo und amo ng 
burglar to o ls in the auto mo bile. 
Dr. Jo nes and Detectiv e J. M. 
Pack went to Clinto n to questio n 
the man. Dr. Jo nes said they no w 
are trying to co nnect him with a 
series o f unso lv ed Atlanta burglar­ 
ies. 
Po lice co ntinued to search fo r a 
green Buick auto mo bile, repo rtedly 
o ccupied by a small, sallo w-faced 
man and a handso me wo man. 
Night Watchmen Dewey Wrenn 
to ld po lice he saw it three times

Wrenn said he remembered it well 
because it bo re no license plate.

Ano ther clue was a restaurant 
keeper s repo rt that a man answer­ 
ing Garris' descriptio n, acco mpanied 
by o ther men. briefly v isited his 
place the night o f the slaying. 
Garris met death abo ut the time 
o thers o f the 350-member Metro po l­ 
itan Opera co mpany left by train 
fo r Memphis, Tenn., after three 
nights in Atlanta. He himself to o k 
his luggage to the statio n but left 
befo re the special train pulled o ut 
at 4 a. m. Thursday. 
The bo dy o f the handso me, six- 
fo o t singer lay in the city mo rgue 
while the po lice tried to break the 
mystery o f his death. Plans were 
made to cremate the bo dy and send 
the ashes to Garris’ nativ e Frank­ 
furt, Germany.

CURBS ARE 
BROADENED 


New Limit o f 21 Mo nths 
Beco mes Effectiv e On 
Nex t Wednesday 


WASHINGTON, April 23—(AP)— 
Beginning next 
Wednesday, 
in­ 
stallment buyers will find credit 
terms as easv as befo re the war— 
o r easier—unless sellers decide to be 
stricter than the go v ernment re­ 
quires. 
The Federal Reserv e bo ard, tak­ 
ing an admittedly Infiatio nary-type 
actio n in the wake o f recent busi­ 
ness declines, anno unced yesterday 
It Is relaxing credit co ntro ls fo r 
the seco nd time In less than two 
mo nths. Hie beard decided to : 
1. Lengthen the present 21-mo nth 
time limit fo r paying o ff installment 
purchases o f cars, telev isio n sets, 
iurrdture, etc., to 24 mo nths, ef­ 
fectiv e April 27. 
(Befo re March 7, the bo ard's co n­ 
tro l limit was 18 mo nths. Befo re the 
war, bo ard studies sho w, "typical’’ 
terms allo wed by dealers witho ut 
co ntro ls were 12 mo nths fo r radio s, 
pho no graphs and used 
cars, 
18 
mo nths fo r ev erything else), 
2. Cut the cash do wnpayment to 
10 per cent fro m the present 15 
per cent fo r ev erything bu t auto s— 
fo r which it remains 83 1/S per cent. 
Do wn Payment Cut 
(Befo re March 7, the do wnpay­ 
ment o n mo st go o ds was 20 per cent. 
In unco ntro lled prewar days, the 
“typical” allo wance by dealers was 
the same as that to be allo wed un­ 
der the newly relaxed terms, bo th 
fo r auto s and o ther items.) 
3. Exempt fro m co ntro l require­ 
ments all articles co sting under 8100. 
At present, the exemptio n is fo r 
go o ds co sting under 850. 
The bo ard’s mo v e to make co ntro l 
terms as easy as, o r easier than the 
unco ntro lled terms o f prewar days 
was expected to melt so me o f the 
co ngressio nal o ppo sitio n to extend­ 
ing co ntro l po wers beyo nd June 30. 
when they are scheduled to expire 
Tho mas B McCabe, chairman o f 
the Reserv e bo ard, said the agency 
bo re in mind “current credit de­ 
v elo pments and current trends in 
I emplo yment in business" in taking 
I the actio n. / 
McCabe indirectly pro no unced In­ 
flatio n dead at present by declar­ 
ing that, since the to tal v o lume o f 
installment credit (aro und 88,000.- 
€ 00) was small against a natio nal 
inco me o f o v er $230,000,000,000. 
"Any increase in that credit 
to 
which relaxatio n o f the regulatio n 
might co ntribute wo uld no t under 
present circumstances be a signifi­ 
cant element in rev iv ing inflatio n­ 
ary pressure." 
It appeared do ubtful

all 
dealers wo uld lo wer their terms to 
the extent autho rized by the bo ard 
this time.

Leading British Co mmun­ 
ist Faced by Unruly 
Cro wd In Eng land 


DARTMOUTH, Eng., April 23— 
(AP)—An enraged, sto ne-thro wing 
cro wd besieged Britain’s to p Co m­ 
munist, Harry Po llitt, in a building 
fo r ho urs here early to day. 
He finally escaped unharmed aft­ 
er the incident, which fo llo wed the 
breaking up o f a po litical meeting 
where Po llitt 
had 
discussed 
the 
shelling o f fo ur British ships by 
Chinese Co mmunists. 
Po llitt waited till the cro wd gav e 
up and left. He then dro v e away 
befo re daybreak thro ugh deserted 
streets. 
A sho wer o f sto nes and o ther mis­ 
siles had bro ken up an o utdo o r 
gathering last night where Po iUtl. 
general secretary o f the British 
Co mmunist party, attempted to dis­ 
cuss the right o f British warships 
to be in the Yangtze riv er when 
Chinese 
Reds 
shelled 
them. 
A 
father who se so n was killed in o ne 
o f the warships figured pro minently 
In the diso rders, and inv ited Po llitt 
to hang himself. 
Bo rne v o ices in the cro wd sho ut­ 
ed: “We’ll fight the Russians" 
Sto nes rattled against the do o rs, 
while Po llitt remained in hiding in 
Ho ltman’s ho use fo r nearly fiv e and 
a half ho urs. Finally, ho wev er, the 
cro wd bro ke up and drifted away.

building,

squashy bunch o f grapes had struck 
him in the face at the meeting place.

Two typical blueprint« for the welfare state now 
are before congress—a plan to subsidize eating and a 
plan to subsidise sickness. 
Both plans call for the same thing—for Uncle 
Sam to pay the difference between what a thing coats 
and what the public wants to pay 
And politics being 
what It is, no one can hav e any illusions about where 
that will lead in the long run. The coat will rise and 
what the public wants to pay will be held to a min­ 
imum for the sake of v otes. 
In the plan to subsidize eating, there is no direct 
charge to the consumer. The deficit will be paid out 
of existing tax income. But in the plan to subsidise 
sickness, there is a built-in tax—a net increase of tax 
income 
Sickness, unlike eating, is not univ ersal. 
Some people nev er get sick. Or they get sick so rarely 
that the coat of being sick doesn’t concern them. But 
by taxing them at a good stiff rate for a lifetime they 
can be made to pay for the sickness of others. That's 
known as spreading the risk. 
Mr Truman * new blueprint for health insurance, 
like the new blueprint for subsidies to farmers and 
all other welfare-state blueprints, will be presented 
as a boon to mankind. No other aspect will be men­ 
tioned because that would be discourteous to the help­ 
ers of mankind. So at the risk of being discourteous 
it is being mentioned for the umpeteenth tin» that 
by the time Americans get through paying one an­ 
other’s grocery, doctor, hospital and housing bills, with 
politicians clipping out their 10 percent and more 
a serv ice charge, mankind will need a tot more boon- 
ing than it needs now. 


Pa ul Robes-on, Oppressed« 
The speech made by Paul Robeson to the Com­ 
munist-backed world peace congress In Paris last 
Wednesday was so bitter against the United States 
that the speaker's countrymen can only wonder what 
lies behind such feeling. 
*It is unthinkable," said Robeson, "that American 
Negroes would go to war on behalf of those who hav e 
impressed us for generations against a country (the 
Sov iet union) which is one generation has raised our 
people to the full dignity of mankind ” 
Paul Robeson at the age of 51 has had a full life. 
Before he took up agitation for Communist rev olution, 
he had been acclaimed as a great athlete, a great 
actor and a great concert singer. He is a graduate 
of Rutgers univ ersity, where he won national fame as 
an all-American end on Walter Camp's football team. 
He was elected to membership in Phi Beta Kappa, 
national honorary fraternity. He earned s degree in 
law from Columbia univ ersity. 
He ha* receiv ed a 
number of honorary degrees 
He was successful on 
the stage in his first appearance and went on rapidly 
to win international acclaim as the possessor of one 
of the greatest talents discov ered in his generation. 
We are not arguing that all colored people in the 
United States hav e had the same opportunities as 
Paul Robeson. 
Few white people hav e had them— 
and fewer yet hav e had his outstanding ability

WILL CHANGE RATE 
PLAN IN FOOTBALL 
IN WEST VIRGINIA 


CHARLNESTON, W. Va„ April 
23—<AP)—Tie games will no longer 
disqualify otherwise unbeaten high 
school football teams for the state 
championship. 
That change In th« year-old rat­ 
ing plan was one of several made 
here yeaterday at a meeting of high 
school principals, who make up the 
governing board of scholastic ath­ 
letics. 
Another change will require a 
playoff game between the two high­ 
est-ranking elevens for the 
cham­ 
pionship. The old rule made a play­ 
off necessary only if the rating sys­ 
tem point difference between the 
top two « teams was less than two 
percent of their combined total. 
Under the old rules, only un­ 
beaten and untied teams were con­ 
sidered for the state title so long as 
any team remained in that class. 
Under the change, a team is dis­ 
qualified only if it has been beaten. 
A third change would permit a 
school to obtain points for its games 
against oct-of-state opponents, but 
it would be required to provide all 
needed statistical data on the op­ 
posing team. Some officials said 
they considered this plan unwork­ 
able. and expressed doubt it would 
be used. 
Betides changing the rating sys­ 
tem, the principals reelected Fred

One evening 
they were In the home of a family 
where the wife was in sy mpathy 
with their work, but her husbar d 
was not. Seated in the living room 
they heard a shot fired in the next 
room. 
The women were 
startled 
and rushed out of the house. Rev. 
Greer opened the door and there 
upon a bed was his “host” with a 
double-barrelled 
shotgun 
beside 
him. The parson picked up a chan 
and threatened to use it on the man, 
who begged for mercy and ex plain­ 
ed he was shooting to scare chicken 
thieves. The bullet holes In the 
celling led Rev. Greer to believe he 
had another motive. But the Greers 
did stay all night in the home. 
Bath Tub Conversion 
It was not unusual for Rev. Gveer 
to cut the ice to perform a baptis­ 
mal service, but only once did he 
administer this sacred rite in a bath 
tub. 
He was holding meetings at 
Marietta and one of his converts 
was a man who was confined to his 
home by ill health. 
After he was 
converted he req uested to be bap­ 
tized. so the pastor used the bath 
tub for a baptistry . 
After graduating from 
Marvin, 
Rev. Greer graduated from Draugh- 
on 
Business 
college. 
Nashville, 
Tenn., in preparation for a business 
career. However, lie had a definite 
call from God to preach. While he 
held several positions.

Cairo, 111., they did not bring him 
satisfaction. 
Thus, he was ordained a Baptist 
minister September. 1914 , at Rome, 
Ga., and did mission work in that 
district. 
The first y ear he was in the min­ 
istry his salary was $4 6. Rev. Greer 
ex plained that he raised cotton on 
the side to help support his fam­ 
ily . “However, we never went hun­ 
gry ,“ he declared. 
Answering God’s call has given 
him “a good conscience,” the vet­ 
eran said. 
His first pastorate in Ohio was 
the Cuy ahoga Falls Baptist church, 
and he was the first pastor of the 
church, having gone there when it 
was being organized.
